LoNpoN, Junes 22.-—A serfous rebellion
against the Turks has started in Arabia
according to despatches recelved hen:
from Egypt. The Grand Sherif of|
Mecca, Chief Magistrate of the Holy |
City, has declared his independence of |
the Turks and his supporters, tribesmen
of western and central Arabla. have
captured Mecca,

According to a Reuter despatch from
Cairo, the rebels have also captured
Jedda, the principal seaport of Arabia,
and the city of Talf, sixty-five miles
southeast of Mecca. The Grand Sherif

began military operations against the
Turks on June §. Two small forts near
Talf have not surrendered and are re-
gisting attacks. It is stated that the
Arab tribesmen under the Grand Bherif
captured forty-five Turkish officers, 1,-
400 men and six guns at Jedda.

Medina Is Resieged.

The city of Medina, 240 miles north
of Mecca, famous as the city containing
the tomb of Mahomet. has been be-
sleged by the rebelllous tribesmen. Be-
fore the Insurrection at Mecca, Kerbela,

a sacred city contalning the tomb of
